GRACE GREENWOOD TALKS ABOUT ' 
ITS ROMANTIC ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Constancy of the Italians to the Mem- 
ory of Garibaldi and Mazzini—The Cos- 
tome of the liombardy Peasant of the 
Better Class. 


[Special CorrespondcQce.] 
Cebnobbia, L a o o di Como, June 86.—We 
have been enjoying in this lovely spot, on the 
most lovely lake in the world, a blessed little 
season of rest and refreshment. The weather 
has been perfect, the air exquisitely pure, 
and, after the heat and heaviness of that of 
Milan, wonderfully vivifying and exhilar- 
ating. Though our object in coming here 
was rest, the new -vigor we soon gained in- 
cited us to much outdoor life and many ex- [ 
cursions. We one day braved the stin on • a 
steep, unshadowed, mountainous road, to visit 
some 
friends at 
San 
Fermo, a little, 
nrimitive 
-village 
among 
the 
hills 
above Como, near the Swiss boundary. 
It was 
just here that Qaribaldi's 
first 
battle with the Austrians took place in 
1859. That was a wonderful strategic tri- 
umph, for there were actually less than 1,000 
Italians opposed to 10,000 of the enemy, who 
(the small attacking parties coming from 
many directions) were led to believe that the 
hills swarmed with Garibaldians. The chief 
had so divided his bands of music that "it 
thundered all round the horizon," with trum- 
pets and drums. He seemed to multiply or 
ubiquitize himself, his red shirt and his cav- 
alry sword flaming and flashing all over the 
field. The Austrians, appalled by so much 
Garibaldi, made good time down the moun- 
tains—such as were able to get down at alL 
Many were unexpectedly detained. 


The matchless hero followed up this victory 
at once and won another at Como, and soon 
thousands flocked to his standard, pricked on, 
perhaps, by his declajcation that "whoever is 
able to bear a musket, and does not, is a piti- 
able wretch." The monument on the little 
piazzii of San Fermo, to the memory of the 
fourteen Garibaldians who fell on that glori- 
ous day, is one of the pilgrim shrines of Italy. 
It reminded me of the monument at Lexing- 
ton. 


In the office of the sindaco, or mayor, is a 
fine marble bust of "The Deliverer," the ped- 
estal of which is always hung round with 
votive wreaths. Before this image of the new 
Saint Joseph the civil marriages take place, 
and he seems to smile on the happy couples 
and bless them in the name of Italian unity. 
It is strange, the adoring constancy of this 
light-hearted people to the dear memory of 
Garibaldi and Mazzini. Monuments, statues 
and bust-s of these heroic divinities seem to 
spring up out of the earth everywhere—the 
heaviest crop that the soil of Italy bears to- 
day.

On our way down to Como we met a group 
of countr^- girls, young and joyous creatures, 
several of whom were very pretty, and one 
decidtidlj' beautiful—far more so than any 
aristocratic Milanese young lady we have yet 
seen. All, however, would have been more 
attractive in the picturesque costume of the 
Lombardy peasant of the better cla.ss—a cos- 
tume now seldom worn except by domestic 
servants, especially nurses. It is occasionally 
seen on tho stage. "Lucia," the heroine of 
"I Proiues-si Sposi," always wears it in the 
opera of that name. The peculiar part of it 
is the headdress, which at a distance looks 
like a halo, and so, on a laughing, coquettish 
girl, a little out of character. It is formed of 
long, narrow, spoon-shaped spille, or pins, of 
silver, closely woven into and r idia^'ng from 
the back hair. A friend of ours ..-o has a 
cook conservative enough to cleave to the old, 
old fashion, and sport the .silver heir-looms 
in her silver hair, says that it takes a profes- 
sional artLst to do the weaving-in, and that it 
is only done once a week, the poor woman 
being obliged to sleep in her crown of thorns. 
Of course, she can only repose on her back, and 
as she is, after the immemorial maimer of 
cooks, "fat and scant of breath," nature's 
sonorous nocturnal repionstrance may be 
imagine<l. it must shake that little villa like 
an embryo earthquake. 
It is antique, it is 
national, this bristling head gear, but an in- 
strument of torture and only pretty on a 
pretty girl, like Manzoni's heroine, the gentle 
Lucia, whose picture I inclose. I cannot con- 
fidently vouch for the facial likeness of the 
lady, if ever there was "such a person," hav- 
ing been dead some 2.50 years—but this is un- 
doubtedly the way she dressed. 


The romantic and classic associations of 
Lake Como are not the least of its charms. 
There was Claude Melnotte, you know, and 
there was Pliny. We have failed to identify 
the "palace" of Pauline's "gay deceiver," the 
young market gardener; but there is a villa 
called "Pliniana," after the old naturalist, he 
having described in his writings a certain 
mysterious spring, now in its court, whose 
waters have a tidal ebb and flow, as though 
in secret correspondence with the Atlantic 
ocean. 
Pliny the younger was born in 
Como, and wrote enthusiastically of the 
scenery of this wonderful region; and the 
lake—Lacus Larius—sparkles with immortal 
brightness in the verse of Virgil. The old 
Romans, who, like the monks of later days, 
had an infallible instinct for beautiful and 
fruitful spots, reveled in luxurious retirement 
on these picturesque shores, much as the 
Milanese nobility and gentry do now; but 
happier were they, in that no pufilng and 
snorting of steamboat or locomotive disturbed 
their summer siestas; no Cook's tourists in- 
vaded their flowery solitudes. 


The other morning we were rowed across 
the lake to look at two ^'^llas, still especially 
iuteresting to all art-loving visitors—that of 
Taglioni, the queen danseuse of the yrorld 
forty years ago, and who, in fact, h is had no 
real successor, and the more stately home of 
Pasta, who probably was the gr^dest dra- 
matic soprano that Itidyhas yet produced. 
In 1853 I first saw these two villas, and also 
caught glimpses of their famous occupants. 
As our boat paused before Pasta's house, 
which is a miniature copy of the Scala theatre, 
the scene of her greatest triumphs, we saw 
bhe grand singer bomltt ^ftW»« ft »trpU on ttif 


tarram. 
She was stately—«nd more; die w«« 
huge, stupendous. And yet she did not appear 
burdened by her flesh, or anything else. Her 
face; was full of content and pride as she 
looked round on her long, lovely strip of Para- 
dise, on the garden, the shrubbery, the sum- 
mer houses, the pretty theatre and the rustic 
cottages, and beheld all as the creation of her 
genius, in partnership with 
nature. 
She 
should have Uved on and on in this fairy 
realm of song, and I should have found her 
here after these "many days." And Taglioni 
should have been dancing still, floating in and 
out among the lights and shadows of her gar- 
den on the lake. But alas! the diva long ago 
gathered the white robes of Norma about her 
and passed out of mortal sight, and faded into 
a tradition as her glorious voice had trembled 
away into silence. A while longer the "syl- 
phide" fluttered on, but at last she too folded 
her gossamer wings, and disappearerl from 
the stage, the lesser and the gi-eatcr. She also 
has become a tradition—a tradition of music 
in motion—of grace inimital)le, of lightness 
inconceivable. She was the greatest, if not 
the very last of the old school of dancers; 
purely artistic in style, poetic in sentiment 
and modest in dress and demeanor. Since her 
time ballet dancing has become more auto- 
matic and acrobatic, more diilicult, perhaps, 
in its tense, interminable poses, its pndigious 
muscular endurance and marvelous feats of 
agility; but its old poetic enchantment has 
changed into a voluptuous bacchanal intoxica- 
tion, making it less a fine art, than a "black 
art." Since her time the dancer's smile which 
used to come and go easily and naturally, 
with charming effect, has lengthened and 
tightened into a grin, and her floating, airy 
drapery has shortened and stiffened into a 
ruff, very much misplaced. On that long ago 
summer morning I also saw Taglioni, as she 
was standing on her balcony looking smil- 
ingly out on the lake—a light, graceful little 
figure, robed in white, and all a-flutter with 
gay 
ribbons. 
More than a quarter of 
a 
century 
later 
I 
again 
saw 
her, 
at 
a 
large and 
merry 
garden 
party 
in 
London—then 
a 
little 
thin, 
bent, 
sad-eyed old 
lady, aU in 
black, sitting 
retired from the crowd with two or three 
other elderly ex-artists. 
Our hostess pointed 
her out to me, but not till I saw her rise and 
come across the la-mi to take leave of that 
pleasant hostess—moving with something of a 
dancer's elasticity of step and peculiar swing 
of the skirts, as though she were walking up 
the stage—not till I marked her matchless 
grace of manner and the sweetness of her 
parting smile could I realize that before us 
was indeed that dainty find airy creature who 
used to float across the scene, brushing over, 
but not, they said, bending ferns and flo^vers 
—she whose very flesh seemed diaphanous, 
like her drapery, whose bones seemed filled 
•with air, like those of birds—she whoso chaste, 
tender and exquisite acting even Chateau- 
briand 
raved 
about—she who was "La 
Sylphide." 


At Ccrnobbia, Caroline of Brunswick, un- 
crowned Queen of England, when Princess of 
Wales, sought such consolation as nature 
could gi^•e, for her matrimonial troubles and 
squabbles, with that "first gentleman (and 
biTite) of Europe," George IV. In sight of 
our windows is the Villa d'Este, now the swell 
Hotel de la Reine d' Angleterre," a sort of 
monument of that unhappy princess, as the 
oldest part was once her palace and figures in 
history as the nursery of the shameful scan- 
dals which finally resulted in the famous 
"trial of Queen Caroline." Here, with a court, 
small, but jolly, she rode, and sailed and 
strolled and danced with a reckless, restless 
gayety, unconscious that the spies of hei' 
royal enemies were all about her, as alert and 
keen-eyed as the lizards, darting in and out 
of the shrubbery and rockwork along her 
garden paths. Here she was served by the 
handsome Italian courrier, or valet, known 
on the trial as "non-miricordo," ho not recol- 
lecting anything in the least criminating to 
himself or his mistress. Queen Caroline was 
doubtless a much injured and persecuted wo- 
man, but she was not a prude or a Puritan— 
and probably was as far from being a Portia 
as her husband was from being a Cajsar, and 
only by her maternal love saved from 
becoming an utterly reckless royal adven- 
turess, sowing Euroi^e with scandals. 


Speaking of adveiituresses, I am reminded 
of the famous, or infamous "Fannie Lear," 
or Mi's. Harriet Ely Blackford, who lately 
dieil in Paris, expelled for the second time 
from that gay capital, as some dozen yeai-s 
before she had been expelled from St. Petere- 
burg, where she had incited an infatuated 
lover, the (irand Duke Nicholas Constantino- 
wich, to the theft of his mothei-'s diamonds; 
and as, a few yeare later, she had been ex- 
pelled from Rome, where it was said she had 
cajoled another royal or semi-royal lover, 
Count Mirafioi-i, son of the king's morganatic 
wife, into raising money by aclever imitation 
of the signature of his revered sire. 
We 
were at home when the scandal broke out and 
the lady was moved on in such a summary 
manner that her maid was obliged to take a 
bundle of her linen, wet and dripping from 
the tubs of the hotel laundry. 
So it seems 
that she led one royal admirer to steal from 
his mother, and the other from his father, 
but what were those crimes to that of rob- 
bing her own mother of aU joy and peace in 
life, and dishonoring the name of her dead 
father? 


A short time after the expulsion from 
Rome we chanced to see Mrs. Blackford in 
Naples driving alone, but with a gallant 
young officer riding beside hér landau.

His Keni ains Taken to Louisville 
for Burial—His Career 
on the Road. 


The body 
of Martin Burke was 
brought in la st evening and the Brother- 
hood of Engilneers and a long line of 
friends follow ved 
the casket from the 
depot to the I lOuse, where the face of 
the dead man was exposed. His fea- 
tures gave evi dence of no great suffer- 
ing, showing that his death was in- 
stantaneous. 
His expression was quite 
natural and oE ¡e would scarcely think he 
met such an a^vful death when the shat- 
tered part of Iiis skull was hidden. 


After the fui leral services at the Cathe- 
dral at noon the remains were taken to the 
south depot aiid placed on board a Wa- 
bash train for Louisville, where the in- 
terment occurn. The Catholic Legion 
and Engineers'' Brotherhood sent an es- 
cort, while Mrs. Burke and little son 
were accompanied by quite a number of 
personal friends, who were furnished 
free transportation by the Pittsburg 
Railro ad company. 


It is said Mrs. Burke will resume her 
residence here after the funeral. Her 
husband is known to have $9,000 insur- 
ance on his life. Besides being a fear- 
less, t'Tisty engineer, Mr. Burke was a 
first-class machinist and at one time was 
master mechanic on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. His wages on the

including 
premiums for 
economical runs, averaged from $140 to 
$180 a month. He had a host of warm 
friends and the company esteemed him 
highly. 
His casket

lamentable end for such a promising 
man.

GRACE GREENWOOD TALKS ABOUT ' 


ITS ROMANTIC ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Constancy of the Italian** t<» the M«in- 


orj of (iaribahll anil MuK^ini—The Cos- 
tame of tho Lombard? Puusnut of the 
Better Class. 


(Special Correspondence.! • 


CERKORHIA, IiAOO DI COMO, Juno 80.—We 


have been enjoying in this lovely spot, on tho 
most lovely-lake in the world; a blessed little 
season of rest nnd refreshment. Tho weather 
has been perfect, the air exquisitely pure, 
and, after the heat and heaviness of that of 
Milan, wonderfully vivifying aud exhilar- 
ating. Though our object in coming here 
•was rest, the now vigor we soon gained in- 
cited us to much outdoor life and many ei- 
cursions. Wo one day braved tho1 sun on'a 
•teep, unshadowed, mountainous rood, to visit 
some 
friends at 
Ban Fermo, ft little, 


orimitivo 
village 
among 
the 
hills 


above Como, near the Swiss boundary. 
It wai just here that Garibaldi's- first 
battlo with the Austrians . took place in 
1859. 1'hat was a wonderful strategic tri: 
umph, for there were actually less than 1,000 
Italians opposed to 10,000 of thfl enemy, who 
(the small attacking parties coming from 
many directions) were led to believe that the 
hills swarmed with Garibaldians. "I bo'chief 
had BO divided his bauds of music that "it 
thundered all round tho horizon," with trunv 
pets aud drums. Ho seemed to multiply or 
ubiquitize himself, his'red shirt and his cav- 
alry sword flaming and floshlnc; all over the 
field. The Austriaus, appalled by so much 
Garibaldi, made good time down tho moun- 
tains—such as were ablo to get down at all; 
Many were unexpectedly detained. ' ' - 


Tho matchless hero followed up this victory 


at once and won another at Como, and soon 
thousands flocked to his standard, pricked on, 
perhaps, by bis declaration' that "wnoeveris 
able to bear a musket, and does not, is a, piti- 
able wretch," The monument on the little 
piazza of Sail Fcrmo, to the memory of the 
fourteen Garibaldians who fell on that glori- 
ous day, U one of the pilgrim shrines of Italy. 
It reminded me of the monument at Lexing- 
ton. 
' 


In' tho office of the sindono, or mayor, is a 


fine marble bust of "Tho Deliverer," the. ped- 
estal of which is always.hung round with 
votive wreaths. Before this imago of the now 
Saint Joseph the civil marriages take place, 
and he seems to smile on the happy/couples 
and bless them in tho name of Italian unity. 
It is strange, tho adoring constancy of'this 
light-hearted people to the dear memory of 
Garibaldi and Mazzini. Monuments, statues 
and busts of these heroic divinities seem to 
Bpring up out of the earth everywbere-^the 
heaviest crop that the soil of Italy beara to- 
day. 


COSTUME Of LOSfUARDT PEASANT. 


On our way down to Como wo mot a group 


of country girls, J-OUIIR and joyous creatures, 
several of whom wore very pretty, and one 
decidedly beautiful—far more so tlnui any 
aristocratic Milnnnsn young lady wo havo yet 
soon. All, however, would have beon more 
attractive in tho picturesque.costumo of tho 
Lomhardy pwisiint of the better class—a cos 
tuino now seldom worn except by domestic 
servants, (SfpecinllyTinrsRs. It is occasionally 
se«n on tho stago. "Lucia," the heroine- oE 
"I Prumtsai Sposi," always wear* it in tho 
opera of that nmnc. Tho peculiar part of it 
is tho headdress, which at a distance looks 
like a halo, and so, on a laughing, coquettUU 
girl, a little- out of character. It is formed of 
long, narrow, spoon-shaped spillfi, r,r pins, o* 
silver, clorcly woven usto'and ra<lin<Tng from 
tho back hair. AfVit!»(lof ours »..o has a 
cook eonservfilJyo enough to cleave to tho old, 
old fashion. Jviid snort tho silver heir-looms 
in her silvtn hair, says that; It takes a profes- 
sional artist to do tho weaviiig-in, and that it 
is only done ouco a week, the poor woman 
being obliged to sleep in her crown of thorns. 
Of c-oursc, sho can only repose on her back, and 
as sho is, after the immemorial manner of 
cooks, "fat and scant of broitth," nature's 
.sonorous nocturnal rejnonstmncn may bo 
imagined. It imisfc shako that littlo villa like 
an embryo earthquake. - It is antique, it is 
national, this bristling headgear, hut an in- 
strument of torture and only protty on a 
pretty girl, like Manzoni's hproine, tho gentlo 
Lucia, whose picture I inclose, I cannot con- 
fidently vouch for tho fitdttl likeness of thn 
lady, if ever there vas "such a person," hav- 
ing been dead some 350 years—but this is un- 
doubtedly tho way sho dressed. 


Tho i-omantir. and classic associations of 


Lake Como arc not tho least of its .charms. 
Tbcro was Claude Melnotto, you know, and 
there was Pliny. Wo have failed to identify 
the "pahico" of Paulino's "gay deceiver," tho 
youug market gardener; but there is a villa 
railed "Pliniana," after the old naturalist, he 
having deseribed in his writings n certain 
mysterious spring, now in its court, whose 
waters have a tidal obb and flow, ui though 
in secret correspondenco with tho Atlantic 
ocean. 
Pliny tha younger was born in 


Como, and wrote enthusiastically of the 
scenery of this wonderful mgiou; and tho 
lake— Lacus Larius~«parkles with immortal 
brightness m the verso of Virgil. The old 
Romans, who, liko the monks' of later day*, 
had an infalliblo instinct for Iteautiful and 
I'ruitl'ul spots, ii!v«lft(l in luxurious rotiromunt 
on these picturesque shorcj, much ns tho 
Milanese nobility and gentry, do now; but 
happier wore they, in that no putting and 
shorting of steamboat or locomotive disturbed 
their suminor siestas; no Cook's tourists in- 
vaded tholr flowery solitudes. 


The- other morning wo were rowed across 


tho Inko to look at two villas, still especially 
' iijtorcsting to all art-loving visitors—that of 
Taglioni, tho quoon dansouso of tho world 
forty years ago, uud who, in fact, his had no 
real smccuwor, and tho moro stately homo of 
Pasta, who probably was the grandest dm- 
'matic fioprano that Italy has yet produced. 
In 1S.").1! I first saw these two villas, imd also 
caught glimpses of their famous occupants. 
A.S our boat iiausotl before Tasta's house, 
which is a miniature copy of tlw Scala theatre, 
tho scono of lior Brwtcit triumphs, wo saw 
(Jio p;raiid, Hiii^or tjftriwlf t tftHInf? ft atroll on th^ 


terraoc. She -was stately—»nd moro; she wai 
huge, stupendous. And yetsho did not appear 
burdened by her flesh, or anything ols#. Flpr 
face, was full of content and pride as she 
looked round on h«r long, lovely strip of I'ara- 
diso, on tho garden, tho shrubbery, tho sum- 
mer houses, tho protty theatre and the rustic 
cottages, and behold all as tho creation of her 
genius, in partnership with nature. Sho 
should havo lived on and on in this fairy 
realm of song, and I should havo found her 
here after these "many days." And Taglioni 
flhould havo been dancing still, floating in nnd 
out among tho lights and shadows of her gar- 
den on the lake. Hut alas! tho diva long ago 
gathered tho whito robes of Nonna about her 
and passed out of mortal sight, and faded into 
a tradition as her glorious voice had trembled 
away into silence. A while longer the "syl- 
"phide" fluttered oh, but at last she too folded 
her gossamer wings, and disappeared from 
the stage, the lesser and the greater. Hho also 
has become a tradition—a tradition of musio 
in motion—of grace inimitable, of lightness 
inconceivable. She was the greatest, if not 
the very last of the old school of dancers; 
purely artistic in style, poetic in sentiment 
and modest in dross and demeanor. Binco her 
time ballet dancing has become moro auto- 
matic and acrobatic, moro difficult, perhaps, 
iu its tense, interminable poses, its prwligious 
muscular endurance and marvelous feats of 
agility; but its old poetic eiidiuntment has 
changed into a voluptuous bacchanal intoxica- 
tion, making it less a line art, than a "black 
art." Since her timo the daucer's smile which 
iised to come and go easily and naturally, 
with charming effect, has lengthened and 
tightened into n grin, and hor floating, airy 
drapery..has shortened and stiffened into a 
ruff, very much misplaced. On that long ago • 
summer morning I also saw Taglioni, as sho 
was standing ou hor balcony looking smil- 
ingly out on the lake—alight, graceful littlo 
figure, robed in white, and all a-flutter with 
gay ribbons. 
Moro than a quarter of 


century 
later I 
again 
saw her, 


at 
a- large and merry garden party 


in 
London—then 
a 
littlo 
thin, 
bent, 


sad-eyed old lady, all in black, sitting 
retired from the crowd with two or three 
other elderly ox artists. Our hostess pointed 
her out to' mo, but not till I saw her rise and 
come across the lawn to take leave- of that 
pleasant hostess—moving with something of a 
dancer's elasticity of strp and peculiar swing 
of the sldrts, as though sho were walking up 
the stage—not till 1 marked hor matchless 
grace of manner and tho sweetness of hor 
parting smile could I realize that before us 
was indeed that dainty-aud airy creature- who 
used to float across the scene, brushing over, 
but not, they said, bending ferns and flowers 
—she whoso very flesh seemed diaphanous, 
like her drapery, whose bones seemed filled 
•with air, like those of birds- - sbo whoso chaste, 
tendor and exquisite acting even Chateau- 
briand raved 
about—she who WAS "La 


Sylphido." 
. 
At Ccrtiobbia, Caroline of Brunswick, un- 


crowned Queen of England, when Princess of 
Wales, sought such consolation as nature 
could give, for hor matrimonial troubles and 
.squabbles, with that "first gentleman (and 
brute) of Europe," George IV. In sight of 
our windows is the Villa d'Esto, now tho swell 
Hotel do la Reino d' Angleterro," a sort of 


: monument oC that unhappy princess, as tho 
oldest part was once her palace and figures in 
history as tho nursery of tho shameful scan- 
dals which finally resulted in tho famous 
"trial of Qucon Caroline." Hero, with a court, 
small, but jolly, sho rodo, and sailed and 
strolled and danced with a reckless, restless 
gayety, unconscious that tho spies oC her 
royal enemies wero all about her, as alert and 
keen eyed as the lizards, darting in and out 
of the shrubbery and rockwork along her 
garden paths. Iloro sho was served by tho 
handsome Italiuu courrier, or valet, known 
on. tho trial as "non-miricordo," ho not recol- 
lecting anything in the least criu limiting to 
himself or his mistress. Queon Caroline was 
doubtless a much injured and porsccuted wo- 
man, but sho was not a prudo or a Puritan— 
and probably was as far from being a Portia 
as her husband was from being a Caspar, and 
only by her maternal lovo saved 
from 


becoming an utterly recliless royal adven- 
turess, sowing Europe- with scandals. 


Speaking of adventuresses, I am reminded 


of tho famous, or infamous "Fannio Loar," 
or Mrs. Harriet Ely Blackford, who lately 
died in Paris, oxiKilled for the second time 
from that gay capital, as some dozen years 
before sho had boon expelled from St. Peters- 
burg, whore sho had incited an infatuated 
lover, tho Gn>nd Duke Nicholas Constantino- 
•wich, to tho tlicft o£ his mother1^ diamonds; 
and as, a fo\v years later, sho had been ex- 
pelled from Komo, whoro it was siiid sue had 
cajoled uuuUier royal or sfimi-roynl lovnr, 
Count Mimfiori, sou of tho king's morganatic 
wife, into raising uioneyby a clever imitation 
of the signature of his revered sire. Wo 
wcro at home when tho scandal broke outund 
tho lady was moved on in such a summary 
manner tha'; her maid was obliged to take a 
bundle of her liu-ji;, wet nnd dripping fror: 
tl'.otuhsof tho hotel January. So it seems 
'.hat she led one royal admirer to steal from 
his mother, and tho other from his father, 
but what were those crimes Lo that of rob- 
bing her own mother of all joy anil peace in 
lifo, ami dishonoring tho name of her dead 
father? 


A short time after the expulsion froiri. 


Rouio wo chanced to see Mrs. Blackford in 
Naples driving alone, but with a gallant 
young officer riding beside her landau. She 
.was then a slight, graceful, exceedingly 
protty woman, soemiug still very young, aud 
with a strange look of innocenrfl in her beau- 
tiful, appealing eyes, and she was dressed with 
quiet elegance. Nothing striking about her, 
except her personality* or something moro 
and rarer than beauty.
